1. This memorandum contains a r oco mmen dat fcon *«b» 
milted for DC1 approval. Such, recommendation is contained 
in paragraph 5. 

2 . For the past several months, representative* of the 
5 Bl* GSI, G*2, ONI, State and this office have been meeting 
as an Ad Hoc C ommit tee under the Chairmanship of Mr, J. 
Patrick Coyne, NSC Representative for Internal Security. 

The purpose of these meetings has been to develop recommen- 
dation* cm the subject of clandestine listening devices as a 
result of a memorandum from the Chairman. Joint Chiefs of 
Staff to the Secretary of defense, and from Secretary of 
defense to the National Security Council pointing out the need 
for a focal point for the receipt erf all information pertinent 

to the development erf a national integrated program of 
countermeasures to the security threat posed by clandestine 
listening devices. 

3. The Ad Hoc Committee recommends the establish - 
meat of an NSC Special Committee on T schaic J Surveillance 
Countermeasures with a charter as shown in the attached 
draft (TAB C). This draft is a revised version of a charter 
which started out by proposing an NSC Committee on Counter- 
intelligence but which your representative, upon the continuing 
advice of .Deputy Director (Plans), strongly objected to as 
being outside the scope of this group. TAB B is a proposed 
memorandum from Mr. Coy®,*; to the Executive Secretary, NSC 
for oar information. TAB A is a memorandum of transmittal 
from Mr. Coyne to CIA.

1. in the referenced memorandum the Secretary of Defense:

compromise is presumed, rather than establi shed, since

required that damage assessments be made following dis- 
covery of such penetrations. In a fev instances it 
'■■'..is been estaolished that C.f. classified information 
of a high order of sensitivity and of direct interest 
to several departments and agencies has bean compromised 
through the installation of clandestine listening devices 
in key installations occupied by senior representatives
